Miss Kelly’s personation of Carline is as perfect in iis way as any é@x- 
hibition the modern stage can boast, and excited the most intense in- 
terest. The part of Eugenie was exceedingly well sustained by Mrs. 
Keeley, who evinced a true amagzonian spirit. Her little husband was 
very humorous in J'ardiff, and formed a pleasing relief to the serious 
business of the drama. Mr. J. Vining’s Captain Louvet was a very 
pleasing and judicious performance ; in his first scene with Carline, he 
threw into his mapner a bappy mixture of gallantry,foppery.and feel ng, 
completely characteristic of the gentlemaa and the mé/ifaire. It would be 
injustice not to mention Mrs. Jones, who, played .Jarguerite extremely 
well The new Ioteriude, Sold for a Song, was alteewards most suc- 
cessfully performed, and called forth repeated plandits. J. Russell 
was as usual excellent in the Count, and Wood sang well enough to re- 
move the prejudice of the most confirmed enemy to native vocal ta- 
lent. The Operetta called Free and Easy coacluded the evening’s en- 
tertainments in a very amusing manver. Wrench in Sir John Free- 
man hit off the free and easy manner of the character with great tact; 
and Bartley was equally successful in delineating the jealousy and rage 
of Mr. Courtly. Miss Cawse and Miss Gray were pleasing represen- 
tatives of Mrs.Courtly and Eugenia ; and Miss Kelly exhibited in the 
part of Gertrude all that liveliness, intelligence, and fascination, which
